NEW. LOCAL CHURCH 


KOWLOON TONG ANGLICAN 
HOUSE OF WORSHIP 


__.The_opening for_public_ worship of 
Christ Church, Kowloon” Tong, will 
take place next Saturday, at 6 p.m, 
and it will place a new and commo- 
dious house of worship at the 
convenience of the Anglican congre- 
gation of that growing district. 


Some details of the structure will 
be’ of Interest. The architects were 
Messrs. Leigh & Orange, and the 
contractors the Chik. Sang Construc- 


tion Co, Lad, 


The site chosen on Waterloo Road 
was one which had first to be made 
up ‘to a level area for building, 
necessitating the construction of a 
retaining wall at the south-west 
corner. The whole site being origin- 
ally of made-up ground, below the 
additional filling added as site pre- 
paration for the) Church, it was 
necessory: to support the structure on 
reinforced concrete piles, varying in 
length from 33 to 48 fect. . 


Of Simple Form 


The church is of simple Basilican 
form, with’no strong demarcation 
between the nave and sanctuary, In 
order to get as much dignity and 
strength as possible out of a small 
plan, Low aisles running the length 
of the north and south sides provide 
air circulation, At, the south-west 
corner, astride the south alsle, is a 
tall tower, from. which access is 
obtained at the first floor Ievet to o 
gallery over the western entrance 
Porch, 


The' principal entrance is in’ the 
centre of the west front, into a 
porch from which two pairs of doors 
give access to the north and south 
aisles, For general use, the chwch 
will have no central alsle,, but~ for 
ceremonial occasions when this aor- 
rangement 1s desirable, a central 
opening ‘on the axis, with o pair of 
allding doors and also wrought iron 
gates, has been planned. During 
.services, particularly in hot weather, 
the sliding doors can be opened an 
the wrought iron gates left closed 
giving additional ventilation, as well 
ag a fine effect. racy

EXPLORER'S VISIT TO THE 
CONGO FORESTS 


‘Our legs are so short because we 
rove about among the. fortst 50 
much,” x 

This nolve reply wos given to M. 
Paul Schebesta, on explorer, when 
he asked a Bambuti pygmy of the 
Congo forests why his people were 
so small—the inference being that In 
the process thefr legs had got worn 
down in the course of time! 

M. Schebcsta relates the ficident 
In “Revisiting my Pygmy Hosta” 
(Hutchinson, 18s,), and regurds It 98 
a valuable clue to the mystery of 
their origin. Owing to the fact that 
racially and culturally they have 
nothing jn common with the negroes, 
this has tong been an {Interesting 
question, ae 

“Could the pygmics, os we see 
them to-day, have at any pbriod in 
former times Iived In the open plain, 
or were they ‘originally forest- 

dwellers?” the author asks, “The 
answer {fs pretty abvious. They were 
forest-dwellera from the very outset. 
Exhaustive investigations among 
both grown-ups and children prove 
beyond yen or noy that the Bambuti 
are oa different people from the 
negroes, and cannot possibly be a 


degenerate offshoot of the  blaci: 


race,” 
“PYGMY CULTURE” 
There fs, indeed, a. “pygmy: cul- 


sture" which, he asserts, is so much 


In keeping with the virgin forest, 80 
thoroughly adapted to it, that its 
existence outside Its verge would be 
tmpossible, This “culture” furnishes 
more positive proof that the pygmics 
ore the primitive aborigines of the 
forest, 

_M. Schebesta declares that the 
question from what stock the 
pyemies origipally sprung, can be 
answered onty by surmise and sug- 
gestion. But it can be stated with 
canfidence that the pygmies are not 


survivals. of. carly_man_as_he was, 


although they nre probably the most 
ancient of the existing races of man- 
kind. ‘ 

"We perhaps come nenrest to the 
truth,” he remarks, “In the assump- 
tion that a branch of the dawn men, 
who had evolved no systematic form 
of culture, was driven back into the 
virgin forest, where, favoured by the 
tropical climate, it developed a form 
of culture which became so adapted 
to environment that it was able to 
enjoy a life of peace and content- 
‘ment. 

"On the other hand, there is no- 
thing to prevent us from assuming 
that primitive men lived from the 
very beginning of tlme in the tropi- 
cal forest, which affords less harsh 
conditions of life for nomadic abor!- 
gines than. regions not so favourably 
situated,.... 

"But as ‘no outside Influence wag 
ever brought to bear on them, 
pygmy culture made no progress 
throughout the ages, and .pygmics 
developed Into a definite type of 
humnonity—the . type which we see 
to-day.” .

PLEASED THAT: . 
GRETNA GREEN 
“SCANDAL” MAY END. 


Scotland, genorally, sems to have receivad favourably tho re- 
ferm proposals mado by the Departmental Committoe, which has 
just issued its report on the state of the marriage Jaws in Scotland. 

Bailie Gilzean, a member Of the Socialist group in Edin- 

burgh Town Council, said he had not considered the report of 
the Committee in detail, but-generally he was altogether op- 
posed to any legislation that would seek-to interfere with the 
liberty of the people, in the way of tryin~ to make marriage a 


purely ecclesiastical ceremony. 


“I recognise,” sald Bailie Gilzean, 
“that the great majority of the people 
in Scotland still prefer to be marticd 
by a’ minister of religion, and I am 
inelined to think, on balance, perhaps, 
It is as well it should be so. But, at 
the same time, any alteration 6f the 
Inw that might: take place should, 
In my optnion, stl] leave the process 
of civil procedure as being a recog- 
nised channel by means of whieh 
people may be married if they desire 
to do so. 


“As regards the Gretna Green 
‘pantomime,’ they may wash that out 
as soon as they like so far as it is 
a money-making concern. At the 
same tme, I do feel that the old Scots 
law’ that made a marriage a binding 
thing, even though it took the form. 
of only a declaratign before witnesses, 
had a great deal to be said for it. 
The marriage system In England 
seems to have a tendency to give ecr- 
tain people ao power over the lives 
of other Individuals that I am not too 
happy about. 


“On the other hand, I agree that 
irregular marringes do Iead {0 queer 
tangles ut times, and if any legislation 
could be produced that could ‘get rid 
of the tangle without Interfering too 
much with ‘the liberty of individuals, 
I think that would be desirable,” * 


“VERY SENSIBLE” 


The Lord Provost of Glusgow, Mr. 
John Stewart, described the proposals 
as very sensible. He favoured the 
procedure of the proposed new civil 
marriage, and thought it was a very 
good Idea. The marringe tie ought 
to be better authenticated, and he 
welcomed the proposal which would 
make for informative records being 
cept. ne, * 


Councillor Hugh T. MacCalman, | 
solicitor, said that whllc he. had not 
read the report In detail, he thought 
the Committee could be congratu- 
Juted. It had sounded the death- 
knell ‘of the Gretna marriage, and not 
before. time. There were few solici- 
tors who had not had evidence of the 
irreparable pain and suffering that 


ali we 


churches, then that raised an objec-

’ The community would want to 
know in which denomination the 
banns avould be published. Some 
people might be going naturally to 
the parish church to hear the publica- 
tlon of the banns, which might be 
made in another church. His objec- 
tion was that. it. would probably 
wealten the publicity that ought to ve 
given to the publicallon of the banns. 


PROCEDURE “DEMOCRATISED” 


Trensurer P, J. Dollan sald that the 
recommendations seemed to be very 
sensible, and were likely to meet with 
the general approval of the Socialist 
movement. 


All procedure was being simplificd, 
democrutised, and regularised, and 
the new regulations,. if carried out, 
would put an end to commercial 
traflc in so-called romantic unions. 
It would be easter for a couple to get 
married under the new procedure 
than by proceeding to Gretna Green 
or to other places. ‘ 


It would also put a stop ta the ob- 
Jectionable practice of so-called legal 
firms in the big cities trading In 
matrimony. Marriage should) be 
carried out by those who were recog- 
nised by the Stnte for that purpose. 


Compulsory registration would put 
an end to the numerous disputes that 
had arisen following romantic unions 
when questions affecting property 
arose, and it had also to be 're- 
membered that now that the State 
was providing pensions to widows, 
orphans, and aged persons, there 
should . be legal — evidence * of 
matrimony so that claims could be 
settled In the most expeditious 
manner. 


“A WORKABLE SCHEME” 


The opinion tihat the Comnilttee hud 
done its work in the ablest fashion, 
and had presented a workable scheme, 
giving a complete vindication of the 
Chureh -of Scotland's position, was 
expressed by the Rev. Dr. J. Hutchi- 
son Cockburn, of Dunblane Cathedral, 
in an-address to ‘members-of the 
Glasgow Elders’ and OMce-bearers’ 
Union of the Church of Scotland.

Claims by Professor Burdenko, the 
{famous Moscow physiclin, at the re- 
cent Congress of the Sovicts, that 
‘Russia’s population within’ the next 
twenty-five years will reach the stu- 
pendous figure of 300,000,000, are 
being substantlated by the birth 
statistics published here this week. 

The professor's estimate, it appears, 
was even’ conservative. Russla’s 
birth rate, which is normally higher 
than that of any European country, 
and whose natural Increase in 1935 
reached the figure of 4,500,000—cx~- 
ceeding the natural increase In the 
whole of Europe—appears to have 
almost doubled within recent months, 
’ This huge increase is the result of 
deliberate Government policy. Last 
summer the Kremlin tlghtened its 
easy divorce laws and announced that 
it would pay a bonus of 2,000 roubles 
a year for five years In respect of 
every child after the seventh, and 
5.000 roubles for a similar perlod 
after the. cleventh. y 

It also placed a ban on the hitherto 
legalised and widesprend practice of 
abortions. The territory ‘of the 
Sovict Union is more than twice that 
of Europe. Its ‘resources are still 
largely’ untapped and under-planned, 
and by economy the Government is 
capable of providing for millions on 
millions o. additional people with no 
fear of unemployment. Such {is the 
official explanation for the policy em-

grammar, for our enactments bristle 
with such glaring offences as—‘to 
wrongously accuse,” “to rigidly 
enforce,” “to felonfously wound.” 


I don't know why the Inwyers, 
who certainly do know better, should 
thus “of malice aforethought,” split 
thetr infinitives, uniess it be that they 
harbour the feeling that by commit- 
ting those acts of grammatical heresy 
they odd strength to thel: intimatlons 
or prohibitions as the case may be. 


Not. many of.the licges are well 
nequainted with the niceties of gram- 
mar. To most people the subject is 
“dty" ond unattractive; and as a 
rule it Is anathema to the soul of the 
schoolboy, :

of the split infinitive?" a teacher was 
- recently asked. , 

“Ah, well," he ~ replicd, with 
thoughtful deliberation, “it jars on 
the car; it is not quite the thing.” 
Which probably expresses the 
strongest indictment to be charged 
ogainst the much maligned split 
infinitive. 

‘There js a definite tendency nown- 
days to split infinitlves, The aln ts 
one . which Puunmarlons in. their 
clemency might well regard as venial 
rather than mortal. , 

Let it be sald with some emphasis, 
though, that to young people the 
matter is rather a serious one from 

the point of view of examinations. 

It would be Interesting to mow the 
aggregate number of marks lost by 
candidates in the leaving certificate 
and University - entrance ‘examina- 
tlons in English literature because of 
the use of. split infinitives.” Un- 
questionably, some examincra are

FURTHER: EVIDENCE 
HEARD 


Further evidence wus heard be- 
fore Mr. Justice J. J, Hayden at the 
Summary Court this morning, in the 
action: brought by 
Cecil Ng Wing-lec, sound recording - 
‘engincer, against the Eastern Holly-' 
wood Film Company, claiming -the 
return of two Belt ‘and Howell 400 
ft. film magazines and six reflex 
camera sildes, or $355, and $645 as 
damages for their detention, Pluin- 
tif’ alleged the dctentlon of the 
articles prevented him from earning 
his lving. . 


Defendants brought a’ counters 
claim for $264.00, comprising. $180. 00 
of film, allegedly due by Ng, $50 paid 
to him in advance for his work, pnd 
$54 expenses payable by him. 


The case for the plaintl{® was that 
the articles were detained after he 
had recorded part of the picture 
"Sang Lick Kwan," with them. 


Continuing his evidence, Mr. Joseph 
Stephen Shak, a former manager ot 
defendant company, sald the $54 ¢ex- 
penses puyable by plaintiY amounted 
fo actors’ fees. He explained thot 
on the first day, when _ pluintiff's 
machine was belng: used, It failed to 
work, and the whole day was wasted. 

Mr, G. S. Hugh-Jones, for plalntiff, 
InterJected and said that if plaintiff 
was liable for the amount, $54 was 


{quite a falr charge. 


Replying further to Mr. M. C. 
McCallum, for the defence, witness 
said he’ instructed plaintiff to take 
the six reflex eamera slides to A. 
Shak and Co, for development. As 
far os he knew, the slides were stlll 
with the Company. He was aware 
of this when he accompanied the 
present mdnager of the Film Com- 
pany to A. Shak and Co. to purchase 
some chemicals, He then enquired 
where the slides were und was told 
the Company still had them. 


NO EQUIPMENT 


Cross-examined by Mr. Hugh- 
Jones, witness said‘he did not know 
what the capital of the Kilm Com- 
pany was. He also did not know 
much about. their assets. He agreed 
the defendants possessed no_ sound 
recording apparatus, neither did they 
have any equipment for making talk- 
ing pictures. They also did not have 
n studio of their own, and what 
scenery they possessed wos very 


ftcheap, valued at less than $100, 


Witness said he had experience In 
tanking talking pictures, and so had 
his brother, A. Shak, ahd the camcra- 
man, Tong Kim-ting. Before he 
joined defendant company, witness 
had read a lot of books about taking 
pictures. He admitted that neither 
his brother or himself had any prac- 
tical experience in the taking of talk- 
ing pictures. Tong Kim-ting had the 
experience, having taken many photog 
of scts for sound pictures. He agreed 
that Tong was only a photo camera 
operator. 

Witness estimated the total ¢x- 

penditure Incurred by the defendant 
vompany in the making of the film 
amounted to $5,000 roughly. They 
had used positive film, which was 
only one-third the price of the nega- 
tive film. He agreed with Mr. Hugh- 


Jones thnt it was typical of the whole. 


production to.use only cheap material. 


The film “Sang Lick Kwan,” was the” 
-[only one made by defendant comr 


pany, Witness was not present when 
plaintiff's sound cquipment was 
tested, but production on the latter 
holf of the film commenced the next 
day.

At 
18 he. was first mate, But he did 
action jobs {in between = fand 
in 1914 he signed a contract 
to star in ‘The Silver King”, 
a.film of which was being produced 
by Famous Players. When the war 
broke out, however, he gave up the 
part and went back to England, 
‘Zukor having glven him an. under- 
taking that, when the war was over 
“ina few months”, he was to return 
and finish the film. Standing became 
a commander in the Royal Navy and 
received: a knighthood (K.B;E.) in 
1919 for his services as a member of 
the British war mission to the United 
States in 1018.
